Two fire alarms have so far 
marked "fire prevention week" 
in Newmarket.

The second alarm was at Wed- 
nesday noon, and called the fire- 
men to a short-lived chimney fire 
at the home of Herbert Atkins, 
Botsford St. and Lome Ave. 

The fire started as the result 
of over-heating of the pipes 
caused by some grease being 
burnt in a kitchen range.

School Children Find Two 

Restored, Rest Neglected 



Visit Old Cemetery 
Search Of Local 
History

A group of public school stud* 
ents, sent out by an enterprising 
teacher to gather history first- 
hand, visited the old Anglican 
cemetery on Eagle St. on Sun- 
day. 

They found history and neglect 
and yet, in two particular in- 
stances, indications of continued 
interest in those who have passed 

on. 

They found that this past sum- 
mer two plots were restored, 
making them stand out like oases 

in the desert. These were the 
plots of Esther Beaman, mother 
of Sir John Beverley Robinson, 
one-time chief justice of Upper 
Canada, and of Colonel Hill, a 
veteran of the Crimean war, 
who was once officer command- 
ing this military district. 

By a coincidence Col. Hill is 
an ancestor of Mrs. Ashton, wife 
of the present officer command- 
ing this military district. 

Other interesting graves which 
the school children found includ- 
ed that of Dr. Christopher Bes- 
wick. an old army surgeon, who 
gave the land for the cemetery in 
which he lies and who died at 
the age of 118 years. 

Another grave is that of Lt.- 
Col. Corlhew, who dared to 
oppose Mackenzie when he held 
a meeting in Newmarket. 

Yet another h that of Col. 
Cotter, an important figure- in St. 
Paul's congregation in his day. 
One of the most interesting is the 
grave of John McDonald, once 
chief factor of the Northwest 
Company, who built the Hudson 
Mountain House. Lady Franklin, 
wife of Sir John Franklin, the 
explorer, gave the stone which 

marks McDonald's grave. 

There too lie the remains of 
William Hoe, Newmarket's first 
postmaster, arid of many other 
pioneers important in the early 
life of this community. 

With the exceptions mentioned, 
the cemetery is in dire neglect. 
Even the fence, given some years 
ago by the York Pioneer*, needs 
attention. 

ttev. A. J. Potslone, rector of 
St. Paul's, has repeatedly tried 
to interest the public in the 
restoration of this historic spot. 

That Is still his wish and hope, 
he told The Era this week. 

Mr, Patstono quoted from his 
own history of St. Paul's: "It 
would be but scant gratitude if 
we today could at least sco to it 
that this Inst resting-place of so 
many who tolled to moke this 
country what If is, mode more 
like o garden than a wilderness."

agony she was suffering, seized a 
blazing container of gasoline and 
tried to reach the outdoors with 
it. 

Mrs. Jong reached the door be- 
fore collapsing, the flames 
spreading rapidly from the gaso- 
line. A wind fanned the blaze 
along a row of tinder dry wooden 
structures which comprises the 
Dutch village. For a time it was 
feared the fire would make a 
clean sweep of the village. 

Men and women, who were 
harvesting celery in a race a- 
gainst the frost, rushed from the 
marsh plots and found the wo- 
man's face, hair, hands and the 
upper part of her body severely 
burned. A neighbor had smoth- 
ered the flames with a towel. 

Settlers had the fire out in a 
few minutes by using buckets of 
water from deep artesian wells 
and throwing earth on the 
flames. Only the one house was 
burned.

Similarly, they buy and sell through co-operatives 
because in that way they can get whatever better 
prices or \ f alues there are to be obtained without 
fighting or clashing with other class groups. 
While their savings may be small, they see their 
power and advantages gradually increasing, as 
their organizations become stronger. They have 
hope of something better, and men can endure 
almost anything if they have hope.

They may tell (hem* 
for Instance, that they will have to give up 
Czechoslovakia, that they will be ullowed to keep 
the Sudotenland, that they will bo allowed to 
wmaln united with Austria, what Is to ho the 



PEACE OR REVENGE? 

Hatred and passion may be useful in winning 

the war against Germany but they are also likely 
to dictate the kind of peace that means yet 

another war. We would like our readers to read 
the following editorial from the Midland Free 

Press: 

"If peace cannot be achieved on Hitler's terms 
how then can it come about? What sort of a 
treaty can be signed which will give assurance 
to the world, that it will not again have to take 
up arms against a resurgent Germany? The 
first requisite is that it will have to be made 

with a brand new German government which has 
no Nazis in it. 

"Whatever the peace be it must differ from 
Versailles in its spirit. Revenge was a large 
factor in determining the clauses of that treaty, 
and one can quite understand why France should 
have been actuated by such motives. Their 
country had been devastated and the flower of 
their manhood destroyed. Versailles, however, was 
a failure. It proved impossible to enforce its terms 
and to hold in long time subjection a nation of 
80 million people. This time there must be a 
new approach. 

"The terms of peace must be such as to win 
the friendship and confidence of the German 
people. The British government set such a 
pattern in its treatment of the Boers at the end 
of the South African war. Now the Boers are 
our firm friends and in two wars have lined up 
voluntarily on the British side. We must aid the 
German people in the establishment and 
maintenance of a democratic form of government 
if we are really believers in democracy ourselves. 
The democratic movement in Germany under 
Gustave Strcsemann failed because French and 
British support was not given. Hitler became 
possible when German democracy failed to 
function. 

"'There must be no second mistake,' said 
Anthony Eden in a world-wide broadcast the 
other day. 

"'Out of the welter of suffering to be endured 
we must fashion a new world that is something 
better than a stale reflection of the old, bled 
white. The suffering will be bitter, the devasta- 
tion wide. But what really matters is what 

follows after. 

"'Can we do better this time? Can we finally 
rid Europe of barriers of caste and creed and 
prejudice? Can frontiers and faiths, language 
and commerce serve to unite nations and not 
divide them? Can we create a true unity in 
Europe? Can we s«t before it a common aim of 
service? Can we inspire it with common ideals of 
freedom, tolerance and mercy? This is what 
must be.' 

"Writing to the London Times, the distinguished 
British author and playwright, A. A. Milne, 
recalls that in the last war we were wont to 
distinguish between the Kaiser and tho German 
people, ;m<\ that, after the Kaiser bad fled, wo made 

a treaty of peace with the German people* Our 

representatives at Versailles promptly forgot that 
the new government was not responsible for the 
war, yet they dictated terms and enforced pen- 
alties upon It. Mr. Milne tfoes on to say: 

"'May 1 urge that it be made clear now to the 
German people, as is .so abundantly clear lo the 
British people, Hint from now on no peace will 
ever be possible again with the present rulers of 
Germany; but that an honorable pence, undictated 
and void of penal clauses, will be negotiated 
gladly at trny moment with an elected assembly 
representative of the German people, As the 
first point In our pence terms, let lift proclaim 
unequivocally that a totalitarian alnto which Is 
neither more nor less than nn autocracy, can 
have no place in n civilized world. Our lenders 
hnve been accustomed to nay, with n politeness 
derived from years of diplomacy, and the old 
school tie, that a nation's form of government is 
Its own concern, ft Is not; It la tho wry grave 
concern of its neighbors A totalitarian stale l» 
shaped for war, educated for war, and only In war 
can It fulfil ha destiny, Wo are ftahtlntf not to 
make the world snfc for democracy, but bmuise 
we aro convinced that only by democracy OWN 
the world lie nnviul only under democracy enn 
the world live tit pence/" 



If it is ever our good fortune to 
do a little favor to give help or 
pleasure, even although we do 
i not do it to be thanked, we feel a 
glow of pleasure, a warm feeling 

around our hearts, when thanks 

is expressed. We all know 

people who seem unable to ex- 
press their gratitude — they 
may feel it, but the lack of ex- 
pression leaves a coldness, and 
I often think the Divine Creator 
and Benefactor must wonder at 
our seeming ability to talk so 
much and think so little, for at 
all times, even with war and its 
horrors looming large, we can 
find causes for thankfulness. 

With our thankfulness this 
year has mingled much sadness. 
We cannot feel the joypusness of 
other years gone, all the carefree 
celebrations. Thanksgiving has 
been more a holyday than a 
holiday. We think of the fathers, 
mothers, wives and sweethearts 
of those who are in our training- 
camps, and who, for the duration 
of the war, must company with 
fear. We think of homes here in 
Canada bereaved already through 

the war, and we cannot but 
mention two men, the Rev. Wm. 
Allan, who was a friend through 
his radio talks to many who 
never saw him, and Mr. Mustard, 
whose contribution to the educa- 
tional life of our country has 
been of untold value — their 
parsing is a dominion-wide loss. 

Then, the wage-earners and 
housekeepers see prices of food- 
stuffs, fuel, clothing, in fact all 
the necessities, soaring — and, 
with no wage increase to meet 
the rise. And then we grumble 
a little, which, being British 
citizens, we have a perfect right 
to do, after which, we face the 
facts and find that we would be 
an ungrateful people if we did 
not give thanks. 

Just to step outside these blue 
and gold mornings gives one a 
reason for thankfulness — there's 
a tang in the air that makes even 
middle-aged blood dance in the 
veins, and gives assurance of the 
ultimate victory of good. 



we try to remain an independent 
state, loving our own ways, our 

own creed and our own, often 
dearly won, liberties. We can go 
to our churches and worship in 

the way that gives us what wc 

need. We can talk freely to 

our friends, nor fear that that 

friend may be a member of some 
dreaded secret police, waiting 
only for some unguarded word, 
to report us.

It is a favorite sum- 
mer resort, though everything 
seemed quiet on our passing 
through. It is supposed that the 
name of the place is n corruption 
of Bridlington, after a town of 
_that name In Yorkshire, England. 
The original name of the place 
was "Wellington Square," so called 
by Chief Joseph Brant, who was 
presented to the queen by the 
Duke of Wellington. 

From Burlington we entered the 
"Highway Circle" and round and 
round we went, following sign 
numbered 20, until suddenly we 
were passing the monument at 
Stoncy Creek. From there on to 
the Falls is a lovely countryside. 
The highway is first-class, having 
been built only two years ago. One 
just spins along and a flat only 
took ten minutes of precious time. 
And doesn't time get precious as 
you near your destination? Antici- 
pation ran high. We arrived safe- 
ly, and after a delightful lunch we 
went to view the Falls. Another 
deep sigh; 

Travelling down "20" our first 
sight was of the American falls. 
We parked and walked around all 
afternoon. Niagara Is most likely 
a Huron Indian word which means, 
"Thunderer of waters." We were 
thrilled as we viewed the Canadian 
fails. The spray was rising as high 
«s the falls ami we could feel it 
fall on us like rain, even nt the 
distance. At the moment a fenee 
has been erected some distance 
from' the actual falls and soldiers 
are on guard. Such protection 5s 
not being taken on the American 
side, as we could sec across, and 
It seemed lo us many were there 
at the water edge. 

The spot from which King 
George and Queen Elizabeth 
viewed the Falls is marked by a 
stone, onto which we climbed and 
posed for our photo snaps. 

The American falls looked a little 
prettier to us because they 
Streamed their way through woods 
or trees of color, but of course

W e left at 4.15 and drove to the 
whirlpool and then to the aerial 
car.

Who can be 
British or Canadian, if you will. 
and not recall the heroic past and 
be proud, as you look at the monu- 
ment of Laura Secord? That 

heroine of yesterday. Proudly her 
monument stands and daily tells 
its tale afresh, but her spirit moves 
still more among the womanhood 
of our land at this hour. 

And, that huge monument to 
Brock! The brave Sir Isaac, who 
gave his life for Canada at the age 
of 43. The hero who never knew 
he was "Sir/* he having died be- 
fore the honor was intimated. 
However — honors must be con- 
tinually his. Hundreds daily bare 
their heads as they approach his 
monument, for his memory is dear 
to us and the sight of the monu- 
ment awakens a new remem- 
brance. He from his height bids j 
welcome to every boat-load of 
visitors as they approach the 
Heights and one's view of him as 

the boat departs would almost have 
him say, "You arc the honored 
sons of sires who cared/* and, "to 
you from failing hands we throw 

the torch." 
One voice, one people, one in heart 
And soul and feeling and desire. 
Re-light the smouldering martial 

fire 

And sound the mute trumpet! Strike 

the lyre! 
The hero dead cannot expire: 
The dead still play their part. 
No tongue can blazon forth their 

fame — 
The cheers that stir the sacred hill 
Arc but mere promptings of the 

will 

That conquered them, that con- 
quers still; 
And generations yet shall thrill 
At Brock's remembered name. 

(Sangster) 
From Queenston we turned home j 
by route "eight." This brought US j 
through a fruit section. Indeed, 
one word that could rightfully be 
written over all that countrywide 
Is "FUUIT." It was fruit being 
cultivated, fruit being gathered, 
fruit being packed and fruit being 
sold nt every corner and nt every 
corner and at every cross-roads. 
Wineries were plentiful and we ate 
supper at "Vineland," a small 
village. 

Having made the "circle" again, 
by following the signs, though not 
understanding the idea, we soon 
found ourselves passing through 
Burlington homeward bound. High- 
ly electrified signs intimated the 
Queen Elizabeth Way, so we 
followed the directions and ven- 
tured to travel on the finest high- 
way in Canada.
